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DETAILED ACTION 

This Action is in response to Applicant's response filed on 6/15/2007. Claims 1,10, and 
13-16 have been cancelled. New claims 22-39 have been added. Claims 2-9, 11-12, and 17-39 
are still pending in the present application. This action is made FINAL. 



Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) 
of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
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evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 2-9, 11-12, and 17-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Verna (US 6,681,398 Bl) in view of Ortiz et al. (US 7,149,549 Bl; hereinafter Ortiz). 

Consider claim 22, Verna discloses a method for providing video content to portable 
video devices used by spectators while at a local event, the method comprising: providing a 
local broadcast system to service an area encompassing a local event at which portable video 
devices are used by users while attending and watching the local event live (figure 1; col. 2, lines 
17-26; col. 4, lines 18-33); and conveying, to the local broadcast system, a local video signal 
including local event video content associated with the local event that the user is watching 
(figures 1 and 2; col. 2, line 64 to col. 5, line 32). 

Although Verna discloses that such portable devices could be used to review and evaluate 
other events, including entertainment and news events, and monitor real-life events and 
information reports (col. 2, lines 1-10), Verna fails to specifically disclose receiving, at the local 
broadcast system, at least one of a plurality of remote video signals comprising remote video 
content associated with events that are located remote from the local event; and broadcasting, 
from the local broadcast system, the local and remote video signals over the area encompassing 
the local event in a manner that allows users of the portable video devise to select between the 
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local and remote video signals for viewing on the portable viewing device, the portable viewing 
devices displaying select local and remote even video content based on user selection of one of 
the local and remote video signals. 

In related art, Ortiz discloses receiving, at the local broadcast system, at least one of a 
plurality of remote video signals comprising remote video content (read as other data) associated 
with events that are located remote from the local event (figures 4-9; col. 14, line 58 to col. 15, 
line 3; col. 15, lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 to col. 16, line 11; Wireless network can receive and 
retransmit other data, in addition to video data.); and broadcasting, from the local broadcast 
system, the local and remote video signals over the area encompassing the local event in a 
manner that allows users of the portable video devise to select between the local and remote 
video signals for viewing on the portable viewing device, the portable viewing devices 
displaying select local and remote even video content based on user selection of one of the local 
and remote video signals (figures 4-9; col. 16, lines 12-25; Information, such as streaming data, 
can be transmitted together with the video data received from data transmitter). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to incorporate the teachings of Ortiz into the teachings of Verna so that on-demand live 
action, instant replays from multiple camera angles, and real-time information may be readily 
provided to fans. 

Consider claim 23, Verna discloses a system for providing video content to portable 
video devices used by a spectator while at a local event, the method comprising: a local 
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broadcast system servicing an area encompassing a local event at which portable video devices 
are used by users while attending and watching the local event live (figure 1; col. 2, lines 17-26; 
col. 4, lines 18-33); a local source conveying, to the local broadcast system, a local video signal 
including local event video content associated with the local event that the user is watching 
(figures 1 and 2; col. 2, line 64 to col. 5, line 32); 

Although Verna discloses that such portable devices could be used to review and evaluate 
other events, including entertainment and news events, and monitor real-life events and 
information reports (col. 2, lines 1-10), Verna fails to specifically disclose a transmission 
component transmitting, to the local broadcast system, at least one of a plurality of remote video 
signals comprising remote video content associated with events that are located remote from the 
local event; and an antenna broadcasting, from the local broadcast system, the local and remote 
video signals over the area encompassing the local event in a manner that allows users of the 
portable video devise to select between the local and remote video signals for viewing on the 
portable viewing device, the portable viewing devices displaying select local and remote even 
video content based on user selection of one of the local and remote video signals (). 

In related art, Ortiz discloses a transmission component transmitting, to the local 
broadcast system, at least one of a plurality of remote video (read as other data) signals 
comprising remote video content associated with events that are located remote from the local 
event (figures 4-9; col. 14, line 58 to col. 15, line 3; col. 15, lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 to col. 
16, line 11; Wireless network can receive and retransmit other data, in addition to video data ); 
and an antenna broadcasting, from the local broadcast system, the local and remote video signals 
over the area encompassing the local event in a manner that allows users of the portable video 
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devise to select between the local and remote video signals for viewing on the portable viewing 
device, the portable viewing devices displaying select local and remote even video content based 
on user selection of one of the local and remote video signals (figures 4-9; col. 16, lines 12-25; 
Information, such as streaming data, can be transmitted together with the video data received 
from data transmitter). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to incorporate the teachings of Ortiz into the teachings of Verna so that on-demand live 
action, instant replays from multiple camera angles, and real-time information may be readily 
provided to fans. 

Consider claim 2, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising providing a plurality of sources at the local and 
remote events to generate the local and remote video signals. (Ortiz: col. 15, line 53 to col. 16, 
line 11) 

Consider claim 3, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention wherein the broadcast system includes at least one antenna 
located at the local event. (Verna: figure 1; Ortiz: col. 1 1, lines 30-39) 

Consider claim 4, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising categorizing and combining the plurality of 
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remote video signals based upon geographic location. (Ortiz: col. 14, line 58 to col. col. 15, line 
3; col. 15, lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 to col. 16, line 11) 

Consider claim 5, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising combining the plurality of remote video 
signals based upon predetermined criteria. (Ortiz: col. 14, line 58 to col. col. 15, line 3; col. 15, 
lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 to col. 16, line 11) 

Consider claim 6, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising combing the plurality of remote video signals 
based upon user preferences at the local event. (Ortiz: col. 15, lines 23) 

Consider claim 7, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention wherein determining at least one communication link for use in 
transmitting the plurality of video signals. (Verna: figure 1; Ortiz: figures 4-9) 

Consider claim 8, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising receiving at, and broadcasting from, the local 
broadcast system remote content comprising at least one of audio relating to the remote event, 
audio relating to multiple remote events, and advertising content. (Ortiz: col. 14, line 58 to col. 
col. 15, line 3; col. 15, lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 to col. 16, line 11) 
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Consider claim 9, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention wherein the remote event video content comprise one of live and 
stored video content. (Ortiz: col. 15, line 65 to col. 16, line 25) 

Consider claim 11, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention wherein the local broadcast system broadcasts the local and 
remote video signals over a plurality of frequencies and the portable devices are configured to 
select content from the plurality of frequencies. (Ortiz: col. 4, lines 7-16; col. 8, line 58 to col. 9, 
line 9) 

Consider claim 12, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention wherein the local broadcast system broadcasts the local and 
remote video signals over a plurality of channels and the portable devices are configured to 
select content from the plurality of channels. (Ortiz: col. 4, lines 7-16; col. 8, line 58 to col. 9, 
line 9) 

Consider claim 17, and as applied to claim 23 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention wherein the local and remote video signals are received from a 
plurality of sources, wherein at least one of the sources is located remote from the event. (Ortiz: 
col. 14, line 58 to col. col. 15, line 3; col. 15, lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 to col. 16, line 1 1) 
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Consider claim 18, and as applied to claim 23 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising a combining component configured to 
combine the remote video signals based upon at least one of geographic location, content type 
and user preferences. (Ortiz: col. 14, line 58 to col. col. 15, line 3; col. 15, lines 13-23; col. 15, 
line 53 to col. 16, line 11) 

Consider claim 19, and as applied to claim 23 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising a routing component to route remote video 
signals for transmission to the local broadcast system based upon at least one of geographic 
location, content type, and user preferences. (Ortiz: figures 4-9; col. 14, line 58 to col. col. 15, 
line 3; col. 15, lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 to col 16, line 1 1) 

Consider claim 20, and as applied to claim 23 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention wherein the local broadcast system is configured to broadcast the 
local and remote video signals at a plurality of frequencies, with the portable devices configured 
such that a predetermined selectable channel corresponds to each of the frequencies. (Ortiz: col. 
15, line 65 to col. 16, line 25) 

Consider claim 21, and as applied to claim 23 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising a plurality of local broadcast systems is 
located at a plurality of local events. (Verna: figure 1; col. 2, lines 17-26; col. 4, lines 18-33) 
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Consider claim 24, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising providing a plurality of the local broadcast 
systems at different local events and determining which different local broadcast systems are to 
receive one or more of the plurality of remote video signals. (Verna: figure 1; col. 2, lines 17-26; 
col. 4, lines 18-33; Ortiz: col. 15, line 3; col. 15, lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 to col. 16, line 11) 

Consider claim 25, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention wherein the local broadcasting systems broadcasts the local video 
signal continuously and in an interrupted manner. (Verna: abstract; col. 2, lines 17-26; col 4, 
lines 18-33) 

Consider claim 26, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention wherein the local event video content constituting a continuous 
single view of the local event from a position of a single camera, thereby permitting users of the 
portable viewing devices to view the local event from a perspective of a single camera 
continuously and in an uninterrupted manner. (Verna: abstract; col. 2, lines 17-26; col. 4, lines 
18-33) 

Consider claim 27, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising conveying a plurality of local video signals to 
the local broadcast system and broadcasting the plurality of local video signals over the area 
encompassing the local event. (Verna: abstract; col. 2, lines 17-26; col. 4, lines 18-33) 
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Consider claim 28, and as applied to claim 27 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention wherein the plurality of local video signals are broadcast over 
separate channels. (Ortiz: col. 4, lines 7-16; col. 8, line 58 to col. 9, line 9) 

Consider claim 29, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising providing a plurality of local broadcast 
systems, wherein the remote event video content that is received by each of the local broadcast 
systems is determined based on a type of local event. (Ortiz: col. col. 14, line 58 to col. 15, line 
3; col. 15, lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 to col. 16, line 11) 

Consider claim 30, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention selecting the remote event video content, that is received by the 
local broadcast system, to be for remote events that are a similar type of event as the local event. 
(Ortiz: col. col. 14, line 58 to col. 15, line 3; col. 15, lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 to col. 16, line 
.11) 

Consider claim 31, and as applied to claim 22 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising controlling the local and remote event video 
content to be for local and remote football games. (Verna: abstract; Ortiz: col. col. 14, line 58 to 
col. 15, line 3; col. 15, lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 to col. 16, line 11) 
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Consider claim 32, and as applied to claim 23 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising a plurality of the local broadcast systems at 
different local events, wherein different local broadcast systems receive different ones of the 
plurality of remote video signals. (Ortiz: col. col. 14, line 58 to col. 15, line 3; col. 15, lines 13- 
23; col. 15, line 53 to col. 16, line 11) 

Consider claim 33, and as applied to claim 23 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention the local broadcasting system broadcast the local video signal 
continuously and in an uninterrupted manner. (Verna: abstract; col. 2, lines 17-26; col. 4, lines 
18-33) 

Consider claim 34, and as applied to claim 23 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention wherein the local event video content constituting a continuous 
single view of the local event from a position of a single camera, thereby permitting users of the 
portable viewing devices to view the local event from a perspective of a single camera 
continuously and in an uninterrupted manner. (Verna: abstract; col. 2, lines 17-26; col. 4, lines 
18-33) 

Consider claim 35, and as applied to claim 23 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising conveying a plurality of local sources 
conveying local video signals to the local broadcast system which broadcasts the plurality of 
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local video signals over the area encompassing the local event. (Verna: abstract; col. 2, lines 17- 
26; col. 4, lines 18-33) 

Consider claim 36, and as applied to claim 35 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention wherein the plurality of local video signals are broadcast over 
separate channels. (Ortiz: col. 4, lines 7-16; col. 8, line 58 to col. 9, line 9) 

Consider claim 37, and as applied to claim 23 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising a plurality of local broadcast systems, wherein 
the remote event video content that is received by each of the local broadcast systems is 
determined based on a type of local event. (Ortiz: col. col. 14, line 58 to col. 15, line 3; col. 15, 
lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 to col. 16, line 11) 

Consider claim 38, and as applied to claim 23 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising selecting the remote event video content that is 
received by the local broadcast system to be for remote events that are similar type of event as 
the local event. (Ortiz: col. col. 14, line 58 to col. 15, line 3; col. 15, lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 
to col. 16, line 11) 

Consider claim 39 and as applied to claim 23 above, Verna, as modified by Ortiz, 
disclose the claimed invention further comprising controlling the local and remote event video 
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content to be for local and remote football games. (Verna: abstract; Ortiz: col. col. 14, line 58 to 
col. 15, line 3; col. 15, lines 13-23; col. 15, line 53 to col. 16, line 11)
